Buc a Courier difpatch’d fince b, Signior 
Molino, and who arriv’d here the 9:h, brought the 
certain News, that the Imperialifts were ail march’d. 
out of the Territories of the Republick ; and were 
difpos’d inco Quarters of Refrethment in che Trenrin, 
waiting for che Emperot’s Orders, and to fee what 
Courfe the Troops of ‘France and Spain would rake. 
The faid Troops of the 2 Crowns, are ftill encamp’d 
on the Terticory of the Republick, where fome Dif- 
otdet bas happen’d, a Village having been burnt be- 
éaufe the Peafants had kira the Prevot’s Lieutenant 
and @ Trooper, of the Guard that was wih him 
whilé he was bunting about the Country, to pick up 
Soldiers that had ftraggled from the Camp. The 
Peafants have given further Occafions of Com; laint, 
for which the Grand Pnor-has fent to demane :tis- 
faction of General Molino, and the Republick has 
fent-a Govrier to France on the fame fubject. The 
Marquefs de St. Fremont is recurn’d with a Rein-

Venice, July 19. The 12th of this Month we had 
Intelligence by a Courier difpatch’d from Verona by 
General Molino, that the Imperialifts had quitted the 
Tetritories of the Republick, all but 400 Horfe and 
a mumber of Foot that ftill remain’d there.

Whereupon his Royal Highnefs 
fent a Trumpeter to the Duke of Vendome to in- 
quire into the Truth of that Report, who return’d 
laft Night with Letters from the Count de Prela, the 
Governour, importing, that he and his Garrifon had 
been oblig’d to take fuch Terms as the Enemy would 
grant them; and that it was made an Article of the 
Capitulation, that they fhould march out of the 
Breach, with their Arms, Drums beating, and Col- 
ours flying, but that whenthey: came to the cover'd 
Way they thould lay down their. Arms and yield 
themfelves Prifoners of War. We have loft a Place 
that was well provided with Artillery and Ammuni- 
tion, and a Garrifon of 13 Battallions and 560 Horle ; 
But it coit the French 5000 Mén, teckoning together 
the kill’d, wounded, Sick, and Deferters.

. Paris, Aug. 11. They writefrom Manwa, that the 
Marquefs de St. Fremont had bombarded Mirandola, 
and had done the Town a great’deal of Damage 
becaufe the Streets are narrow ; and chart the Caftle 
is almoft wholly ruin’d.

The Advices 
from the Duke of Vendome’s Army tell us, the Duke 
of Savoy apprehending the Town of Ivrea will un- 
dergo the like Fortune as Vercelli, has refolv’d to 
caufe it to be demolifh’d, and to withdraw the Gar- 
rifon out of it; but "tis prefum’d he will hardiy be 
able to execute this Defign, becaule probable the 
Duke of Vendome is actually on the March to lay 
Siege to that Place.
